Harnessing the horsepower of 


brains for research is one of the 
main dividends paid by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois, according to 


%>ark Livingston, member of the 


board of trustees of the U of I 
who spoke Monday at the weekly 
dinner meeting of the Dixon Ro- 
tary club. 


Livingston mentioned some of 


the advancements which have 
come from the university labora- 
tories over the past 100 years 
\vhich have benefited not only 
everyone in Illinois but persons 


the world. 


According to the speaker each 


person in the state has a $14 
investment in the university in 
the way of taxes, and operating 
expenses cost $3 a person an- 
nually. Total assets of the build- 
ings and equipment owned by 
the, university in the state were 
placed at $100,000,000.

Move to Delay 
Delegate Vote 
U. S. Proposal 
Gets Support 
Of Two-Thirds 
LAKE SUCCESS, (AP)— The 


Soviet bloc tried unsuccessfully to- 
day to delay for 24 hours a United 
Nations vote on the United States 
demand that Communist China be 
indicted as an aggressor in Korea. 


Russia, Poland and Czechoslo- 


vakia appealed for an adjourn- 
ment of the U. N. political com- 
mittee on the ground that they 
had received no, instructions on 
amendments to the U. S. proposal 
and to an Arab-Asian resolution 
calling for a seven-power confer- 
ence on Far Eastern problems. 


The committee turned down the 


adjournment proposal by a vote of 
32 against, 10 in favor and 12 ab- 
stentions. 


The committee then went ahead 


with its debate, which was ex- 
pected to lead to a vote some time 
during the day. At least two-third* 
of the 60 nations were expected to 
vote for the U. S. proposal. 


Britain Supports It 


Informed quarters said Britain 


had received' instructions to sup- 
port the U. 8. proposal, together 
with two Lebanese amendment*, 
and to abstain on the Asian-Arab 
proposal. 


The United States put all the 


pressure at its command, including 
a statement by President Truman 
and resolutions by the house and 
senate, into the drive to label th« 
Communist Peiping regime an ag- 
gressor. 


Britain, evidently anticipating 


passage of the American resolu- 
tion, asked yesterday for a meet- 
ing of the Security Council be- 
tween acceptance of th« U. 8. 
proposal by th« political commit- 
tee and adoption by_.a plenary 
session of the general assembly. 


Gives Reason 


British delegate Sir Gladwyn 


Jebb said the reason was to pre- 
vent any future cries, of "illegal 
resolution" since the U. N. charter 
may be interpreted to mean that 
the assembly can not take any 
action on a problem before the 
Security Council The council, al- 
though it has not met since No- 
vember, stilt has the Korean war 
on its agenda. 


The shift in London's attitude 


came about because of a speech 
Saturday by U. S. Delegate War- 
ren R. Austin.

Johnson and Lodge both said 


their proposals for a foreign le- 
rion were designed to go along 
with and not replace the Defense 
department's plans to increase the 
armed forces to 3,462.000 men by 
June.

the previous 4-year average. The 
state average last year was about 
53 bushels an acre. 


A second rotation, corn-i-orn- 


oats-clover, averaged 91 bushels 
of corn in 1950 to tie its recent 
record. 


But the third rotation, corn- 


corn-corn-soybeans, fell to 51 bu- 
shels of corn an acre in 1950, only 
74 per cent of its recent average. 


The .first two rotations paid off 


with their usual high yields, part- 
ly because at least one-fourth of 
the land was in legumes at all 
times. But the corn-corn-corn-soy- 
bean rotation lacked the "depth" 
in reserves to come up to its usual 
level.

ciation is the leading medical so- 
ciety of physicians and research 
workers studying heart disease. 
In the use of the funds which 
they collect, they have the advice 
and help of many prominent citi- 
zens »ho are not physicians. Com- 
mittees have been set up to put 
the money where it will do the 
most good. Much of it goes to 
support research work, so that 
more will be known about heart, 
disease. In my opinion It Is well 
worthy of support:

Q—Due to an infection in my 


blood, I have a leaky heart valve. 
I have already 
received treat- 


ments for the infection, and want 
to know if there is any danger. 


A. G. 


A—The description of your Ill- 


ness is scanty but it sounds some- 
what like a bacterial endocarditis. 
This is an infection of the Mood 
stream with germs of the strep- 


tococcus family which was former- 
ly highly fatal. Today most vic- 
tims of this disease can be suc- 
cessfully treated with penicillin or 
one of its relatives. 


Q—What is edema of the legs, 


and what causes it? I have had 
the urine tested, and it was all 
right 


A—The two most common caus- 


es of swelling- or edema of the 
legs are kidney disease and heart 
disease. Varicose veins and other 
more rare conditions can also 
cause edema. Since the urine Is 
all right, one would suspect heart 
disease in a case like this. 
« * * 


Q—The Atomic Energy Com- 


mission has announced that with 
the aid of radioactive elements re- 
search workers have developed a 
method by which oncoming heart 
disease may be detected as much 
as fifteen years before the usual 
symptoms appear. Where could I 
get these treatments? 
S.Y. 


A—So far as I know the meth- 


ods announced are still In the ex- 
perimental stage and are not yet 
available for people 
generally. 


Work of this sort Is promising 
and shows what may come In the 
future, though It may still be sev- 
eral years before it has any prac- 
tical value.

Q—I know that to diagnose car- 


diac ailments an electrocardia- 
gram is helpful but is it always 
necessary ? 
Reader. 


A—It is usually wise in the 


presence of a heart illness to have 
an electrocardiogram 
because it 


will give information that cannot 
be obtained in other ways. How- 
ever, one must admit that It is not 
always necessary in order to make 
a diagnosis. * * *

A—The symptoms suggest that 


your father may have an angina 
pectoris.

ng the war. Contrariwise, he also campaigned 
to compel Robert Stripling's draft board to re- 
move from the Washington scene the chief inves- 
igator of the committee on un-American activi- 
wnthnwk 


ies. Stripling was drafted when the war was as good as won, and 
kicked from pillar to post in the status of "yard-bird," unable to 
make even the1 lowly status of private first class. 


The most notorious beneficiary of Pearson's propaganda was 


5aul Regenstrief, a Communist veteran of the so-called Abraham 
jincoln brigade. This man's party alias is John Gates. He became 
editor of the Daily Worker and its Sunday edition, called they 
Worker. He is one of the notorious eleven Communists who were* 
convicted of violation of the Smith act in the long disorderly trial 
in Federal Judge Medina's court in New York. 


Stripling, on the contrary, was 


he man in Washington whom the 
Communists feared 
and 
hated 


most. All.myths to the contrary 
notwithstanding, it was Stripling 
who, 
after the war, hammered 


away at the Chambers and Bent- 
ey cases, confronted Alger Hiss 
with Whittaker Chambers, nailed 
Hiss for a liar and prepared the 
case that brought him down and 
exposed Felix Frankfurter. 
The 


Communists 
wanted 
him 
put 


away and Pearson hounded the 
>atriotic Stripling and his draft 
ward until he was lifted out of 
Washington to pick up cigaret 
butts. 


In his column called "Washing- 


ion 
Merry-Go-Round," 
in 
the 


Washington Post, on April 14, 
L943, Pearson criticized the War 
Department for excluding Com- 
munists from the commissioned 
ranks. But he didn't identify them 
as Communists. 
They were lib- 


erals. 
They were warriors for 


democracy against dictators. In 
>articular, Pearson pleaded the 
:ase of Gates. He failed to confide 
to his readers that the so-called 
Abraham Lincoln brigade was the 
Soviet Union's foreign legion in 
the Spanish civil war. Some young 
Americana who were idealists but 
not Communists, tried to back 
out of this brigade when they 
earned that they were fighting 
for the Kremlin.

JACOBY ON CANASTA/fJ 
Don't Overdo Trap Discards 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


"How can you tell when a play- 


er's early discards are traps?'1 
asks a Minneapolis correspondent. 
"Most of the players in our game 
save the cards they need and dis- 
card the cards they don't need. 
However, one player often makes 
it a point to discard from three or 
four of a kind right at the begin- 
ning of a hand. This sometimes 
does him some good and sometimes 
does him harm. 


"Is it good policy to make trap 


discards? In any case, how can 
you spot such a trap if another 
player makes it?" 


A trap that can be easily spotted 


is no trap at all. Therefore there is 
no sure way to detect a trap made 
by a good player. There are, how- 
ever, times when a trap play is 
most to be expected. 


First, let us mention the fact 


that good players do make trap 
plays. They do so partly because 
such plays are valuable in their 
own right and partly because they 
want to keep their opponents 
guessing. 


Even if trap plays were usually 


poor policy, a good player would 
have to stage one every once in a 
while. Then, even when he made 
"honest" discards (in other hands) 
he would still be suspected. The 
principle is like that of the bluff 
at poker: It may not win that 
hand for you, but it will do you 
good on many other hands. 


A good player will often make 


a trap discard when he needs only 
50 points for the initial meld. Even 
if he gives up a meld, he can re- 
cover quickly. 


For example, he may hold: 


Joker K-K-K-9 8-8-8 7-6-5-4. Need- 
ing only 50 points, he can well af- 
ford to discard a king or an eight. 
Even if he needs 90 points, he may 
still have his count, and will not 
be ruined if his bait is picked up 
by the next player. 


If he needs 120 ptfnts, however, 


he cannot afford such monkey- 
shines. To discard a king or an 
tight to to give up the count. The 


reward is too uncertain to Justify 
such a sacrifice. 


It follows that you expect a 


trap more confidently when the 
opponents need only 50 points 
than when they need 120 for their 
initial meld. When 90 points are 
required, you can't really tell: It's 
less likely than at 50, but still 
quite possible.

tion with those nations—and only 
those nations—which will join us 
in destroying the greatest threat 
from without to our security which 
we have known since the Civil 
War." 


Says Truman Wavers 


Accusing the Truman adminis- 


tration of "wavering uncertainty" 
in dealing with other nations, Taft 
told cheering Republicans: 
•- 


"We must meet head-on (1) any 


truckling to Communist sympa- 
thizers in the United States, (2) 
any appeasement of Russia which 
is likely to lead to more aggres- 
sion, (3) any waste of our re- 
sources with the idea that we can 
buy nations and (4) any dissipa- 
tion of American resources that 
will weaken the American peo- 
ple." 


Rep. Martin of Massachusetts, 


the house GOP leader, told the new 
Republican lawmakers 
he was 


sorry to welcome them "into this 
awful mess and this terrible con- 
fusion" in Washington.
